Hints. 

A little bag of m Retard laid in 
the top of the pickle jar will pre¬ 
vent the vinegar from moulding 
if the pickles have been put up in 
vinegar that has not been boiled. 

Mildew stains may be taken out 
of white goods by soaking them iu 
water in which a little chloride of 
lime has been dissolved. Use iu 
tht proportion of an ounce of the 
lime to a quart of water. Let it 
settle, then pour off from the sedi¬ 
ment. Wash the goods afterward 
In the usual way. 

If you spill tea or coffee upon the 
“clean tablecloth,” soak it up as 
much as you can and then rub the 
place with some dry table salt, 
The stain will either entirely dis¬ 
appear or Will be made so much 
lighter that It will not be noticed. 
It is best to use the salt before the 
coffee becomes dry. 

Summer vegetables, as peas, 
beans, young onions, etc., should 
be boiled in salted water In order 
that they may retain their color 
and shape and flavor, which are 
dissolved iu pure soft Water.

The writer 
claims that by simple living, these 
farmers of by-gone days, always 
had enough in their cellars and 
some money in the bank. They 
sent their children to school, and 
from them came the notable men 
of after years. Mr. Butterworth 
says he has come to see America's 
hope of the future in the farm. 
This is what he says, “The best 
and most substantial property in 
the world, is the New England 
farm; If you have one, keep it; if 
you have not, secure one; livesim- 
ply and honestly, and you will live 
long and prosper and enrich your 
soul and leave an honest name.” 

The writer cites the fact that 
thousands of abandoned farms 
in NeW England ate being purchas¬ 
ed by people from other countries. 
These people are thrifty, live sim¬ 
ply and succeed. No one can fore¬ 
see the outcome of these changes. 
But the writer reiterates his coun¬ 
sel, “keep the farm if you have one; 
get one, if you haven’t one already,” 
“or the time may come when the 
country will be largely divided in¬ 
to monopolists, dependents and 
farmers, and the farmer will bo 
the most independent of ali men, 
and the saving power of our insti¬ 
tution.” Mr. Butterworth says, 
that the New England farmer who 
says that the farm Is a thing of the 
past, is himself a product of the 
past. 

He has faith in the permanency 
of New England schools, scenery, 
manufactories, and thinks that the 
prospective revival of commorco, 
the grange, and the enterprises in¬ 
cidental to these conditions, make 
the New England farm an ideal 
possession.
